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ABSTRACT 

This report uses the 1^73-74 Michigan Professional 
Personnel Register to update earlier studies of professional 
personnel in" Michigan 9 s public elementary and secondary schools. The 
report includes descriptions of all professional personnel employed 
in Michigan pubi&c schools from 1967-68 through 1973-74 school years. 
The topics included* in this report are (1) annual attrition or loss 
of professional personnel, (2) return of professional personnel ^fter 
leaving schools for one year or more, (3) loss of teachers with 
varying years of teaching experience, (4) comparison of the number of 
teachers and administrators prepared by each institution/ (5) 
comparison of teacher characteristics (number of new teachers, 
degrees, mean salaries, race, and teaching experience), (6) 
comparison of administrator characteristics (number of jwt* 
administrators, degrees, mean salary:, race, and years of experience), 
and (7) comparison of a number of institution graduates in the * 
tricounty area of Wayne, Oakland, ami Macomb counties. The results of 
the study for each of' the seven topics are discussed prior to the 
presentation of the 29 tables which give the actual statistics,

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. This report uses the 1973-1974 Michigan Professional Personnel 

Register "to update the earlier studies of professional personnel in 

Michigan's Public Elementary and Secondary schools. It includes the 

ma jor • teacher education institutions which have trained these teachers 

.and administrators, e.g.', Central Michigan, Eastern Michigan, Northern 

Michigan, Michigan State, University „of Michigan, Wayne State, Western 

Michigan, and Ou t-of-Sta'te institutions. It al so r \ nc 1 udes as a group 

the graduates of other Michigan colleges who are employecras teachers 

or administrators 'in Michigan Public Schools. Therefore, the report 

includes descriptions o£ a 1 1 professional personnel employed in 

Michigan Public Schools from 1967-1968 through 1973-1Q74 school years 

The topics included in this report are: 

a) Annual attrition or loss of professional personnel. 

v b) Return of professional personnel after leaving schools 
for one year -or more. 

c) Loss of teachers with varying years of teaching experience. 

d) - Comparison of the number of teachers and administrators 

prepared by each institution. 

e) Comparison of teachers' characteristics (number of new 
teachers, degrees, mean salaries, race, teach ing exper- 
•1 ence ) . ' 

f) Comparison of administrators' characteristics (number 
of administrators, degrees , mean salary, race, years of 
experi enfce) . 

r g) Comparison of number of institutions' graduates in tri- 
county area of Wayne, Oakland or Macomb Counties. 
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^ The source of data for this study was the Professional Personnel 
Register, which is collected ana maintained annually by the Teacher 
Education and Professional Service .Department of the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Education. We obtained computer* tape copies of the Regfster 
for the school years 1967-1968 through 1973-1974 and we wrote programs 
to conduct analyses of the data to generate vagijflus part? of this 
report . 

'The Registers from 1967-1968 through 1973-1974 contain a total 
of approximately 600,000 individual records. For each individual, it 
contains the following information: social security number, name of 
intermediate school district, local school district, certificate type, 
training institution, highest degree, majors, minors, K-12 assignment, 
teaching level, salary, race, sex, teaching experience, birthda^te.. 
A listing of these traits is included at the end of this report. ^ 
Information about professional personnel in Michigan schools during 
1971-V972 is not included in this study because it was not collected 
by the Michigan Department of Education. 

Since the social security number is a unique identifier, it has 
been possible to trace the employment of teachers in public schools 
from 1 967 through 1 974. This provides empirical evidence of the 
attrition of. graduates from the vari ous -i ns ti tu ti ons . It has also 
provided, a modeSt basis for estimating the extent to which teachers 
who leave the public s-chools of Michigan return to teaching at a 
later date. Both of these, el ements , . a ttr 1 ti on and return of former 
teachers to active employment in public schools, are important in 
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deliberations over supply and demand for teaching personnel 1n the 
State. 

Annual Attrition of Professional Personnel' : 

For each institution or group of Institutions, Table 1 summarizes 
the attrition of professional personnel (teachers and administrators) 
who were teaching 1n Michigan Public Schools 1n 1967 but not 1n 1968. 
Loss of a teacher or administrator was established by determining that 
the person's soda! security number was present in the 1967-1968 file, 
but it was missing from the Register for 1968-1969. 

Table' 1 Indicates that 91 037 teachers and administrators were 
employed 1n 1967-1968 and 78046 of them returned 1n 1968-1969. This 
represents a loss of 12991 or 14% of the 1967-1968 professorial staff. 

Tables 2 thrjDj/gV 5 provide similar data showing the annual losses 
of professorial personnel from 1969 through 1974. It 1s Important to 
note that the attrl t1 on rate has declined from 14% during 1 968, 1 969, 
and 1 970 to 1 10% 1n 19m. That 1s, at a time when teaching positions 
are difficult to acquire, fewer persons are willing to leave vol- 
untarily and the data do not Indicate the number who may have been 
asked to leave because of declining enrollment or for other reasons. 

In 1967-68 there was a substantial range in attrition rates 
among the institutions. The lowest attrition rate in 1967-68 was 
11% for graduates^ CMU and the highest rate was 18% for graduates/ 
of ou^of-state institutions, which produced a range of 8%. ttowever 
Table 5. Indicates that the range had dropped to 4% by 1 973-74. This 
indicates that the attTrtion* is more uniform 1n affecting graduates of 

» 

all i ns t1 tu t1 ons . 



Return of Professional Personnel 

Tables 6, 7, 8 provide a modest basis, for estimating the return 
of ' prof essi onal personnel who were teaching in 1 967 , were /not employed 
, in schools in 1 968, but returned to schools in 1 969 , 1 970 , 1 972 or 
1973. Table 6 indicates that for the group who left teaching, the 
average proportion returning is 14% the first year, 5% for the second 
year, 3% in the third and fourth years, and 1% in the fafth year. The 
highest return for a single year is 1n the yaar immediately following 
departure, i.e v , (14%). In the perspective of 5 years, one may estimate 
that about 23% of the personnel who leave the schdols will retarn within 
five years. When compared to all Mi chi gan' prof ess i ona 1 personnel, this 
is about 3.2% and close to the NEA estimate of returning teachers. 

Similar patterns of professional personnel returning to the 
schools are presented in tables 7 and 8. 

Total Professional Personnel (1967-1974 ) 

Table 9 shows the total number of teachers and administrators 
employed eacfl school year from 1 967-1 968^through 1 973-1 974 and it 
indicates the institutions which. trained them. Numbers at the bottom 
^ of tfie table indicate' the total professional personnel employed in 
Michigan each. year and the annual rates of change in their employ- 
ment.^ There was a 7% increase in profess i onal personnel from 1 967- 
68 to 1968-1969. Thereafter, the rate of change is positive but 
diminishing, i.e., 2.8%, 2.1%, 1.7%, 1.3%. 

Em pi oymen t was increasing for graduates of CMU (3.5%), MSU (2.9%), 
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NMU (2.4%), WMU (1*7%), and other Michigan institutions (4.8%). 
For three Michigan 1nst1 tut1 ons ,. WSU , EMU, UM, there was no apprec- 
iable change 1n the total number of their graduates employed 1n 
.Michigan Public Schools. 

The employment of teachers and administrators from out-of-state 
institutions Increased from 1967 until 1970-1971. Then there was a 
decline 1n employment of out-of-state teachers which has continued 
Into 1973, although employment was Increasing for graduates from the 
teacher training institutions within the State. 

For total num'ber of employed graduates, out-of-state institutions 

are consistently highest with 17.5% of all Michigan teaching, personnel ,

while WSU, WKU, ( MSU, CMU, and EMU contribute more than 1 0,000 teachers 

apiece. \ 

Teaching Experience and Loss, of Teachers 

Tables '10 throu-gh 18 show the loss of classroom teachers for e*ach 
Institution in relation to years of teaching experience. The data 
apply to all classroom teachers who were employed in public schools-in 
1972-1973, but who were not employed in 1973-1974. 

As Indicated "in the previous reports, there is a high loss of 
teachers with 0, 1, 2, or 3 years experience. Thereafter the proportion 
leaving teaching decreases rapidly. The last two entries 1n each table 
• (7-9 years, 10 or more) have high percent values because they include 
several years rather than a single year. 

High losses of teachers with 0 to 3 years experience are prominent 

t 

\ 
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for graduates of ou^t-of-state institutions, which have losses ranging 
from 18% to 25%. However,^the losses are lower than during previous 
years, when 30% to 40% of these "beginning teachers" did not return 
to teaching after one or two years of teachi ng x exper i ence . 

Number of Teachers, and Administrators (1973-1974 ) 

Tables 19 and 20 show the number of cl assroom teachers , teachers 

/ 

assigned to central administration, and administrative positions in 
public schools during 1973-1974? The percents in the table Indicate 
changes in each category from 1 972^-1 973 to- 1 973-1 974. For example, 
total professional personnel varied from no change for UM and WSU to 
an increase of 3% for CMU and MSU , and an increase of 5% in graduates 
of other Michigan institutions. Only Out-of-State showed a decrease, 
of -1%. 

The proportion of classroom teachers showed a decrease for EMU 
(-1%) and for graduates of out-of-state institutions (-2%). There 
was no change in the proportion of teachers from UM or WSU, while there 
were increases up t^' 5% for the graduates of MSU (3%), CMU (3%), NMU 
(3%), WMU (2%), and other Michigan institutions (5%). 

Administrative posi t1 on>^ showed increases of ~\% (WSU) to 7% 
(MSU), which is considerably smaller than the 3% to 17% increases 
recorded in 1972-1973. There was no percent increase for WMU and a 

slight decrease f or . UM * ( - 1 % ) .

Characteristics.of Teachers (1972-1973 ) < 

Tables 21 'and 22 indicate major characteristics of teachers in 
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public schools duririg 1973-1974. Numbers in parentheses indicate 
percent change from 1972-1973 to 1973-1974. 

New Teachers 

The employment of new teachers, i.e., no previous teaching 

experience, has continued to decrease for MSU (-3%), NMU (-4%), 

Out-Of-State (-5%), WMU (-7%), EMU (-10%) and WSU (-20%). Only

CMU (12%) and UM (4%) showed increase in employment of their 
new teachers, while employment of new teachers ^om other Mich- 
igan institutions showed no appneci abl e change . 

Degrees : \ 11 

Formal education of Michigan teachers indicates slight 
variations in the number of teachers with bachelor's degrees. 
Out-of-state teachers with bachelor's degrees decreased -7% 
while other institutions changed 4% or less. 

There was an increase in the number of. Michigan teachers 
with masters degrees. The increase ranged from 5% (EMU) to 
12% (CMU) with employment of MSU and out-of-state teachers with 
a masters degree showing an increase of' 10% and 9% respectiyely 
^ The numbeKof teachers without a degree decreased sharply. 

For graduates of WSU, WMU, EWU, and NMU, the decrease^was more 
than -35%.

Sa 1 ary : 

Average salary in 1973-1974 for all classroom teachers 1n 
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Michigan was $12,579 which is a 5% increase oVer the average 
ofj $1 1 ,97 6 for 1 972-1 973 . Al though WSU teachers ' have the ' . 
highest average salary ($13,702) they again reg i s tered tthe > • 
lowest percent 'increase (3%) from 1 972-1 973 to 1 973- 1 974 . 
Out-of-State and, MSU teachers obtained 6% t 1 nc^ease .

Race: 

From 1972-1973 to 1973-1974, the number of Caucasian 

teachers increased from 8921 6 to 903 56 , which was a Tf% increase.

During .the same period the total number of Negro-Americans 
teach ij^Tn Michigan Public Schools increased from 7804 to 
8193, which represents a 5?4 increase s i ncV 1 972-1 973 . Negro- 
Americans represent/9% of Michigan's -Public School teaching 
force. 

The number of Negro-Americans who graduated from Michigan 
.institutions and , who were- teachi ng^i n Michigan Public Schools **' 
increased 10% in 1973-1974. However, the Michigan institutions 
trained only 56% of the Neg ro - Amer i c a ns teaching in the public 
schools, while the remaining 44% were trained and recommended 

for certification by institutions outside of Michigan. Approx-

imately 29% were trained and recommended 0 for certification by 

WSU. 

The number of Spani sh.' American , Indian, and Oriental- teachers 
.representing each university was so small that percent increases 
of 28% represent actual increases of only 8 persons. 
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Teachi ng Level : 

There was an increase from 5203 to 5633 (&%) of this 

r 

classroom teachers who were assigned to all grade levels. 
A substantial amount of this growth may*be attributed to j 
the increase iJi Special Education teachers, who are auth- 
orized to work with handicapped pupijs at any age or grade 

> 

level. 

Although there were i ns t*i tu ti ona 1 variations, there 
was an average decrease of -1% for elementary teachers and 
an average increase of 2.5% for senior high schoo^ tea-ehers 
The average change in the number of junior high school 
teachers and junior/senior high school teachers was 4.5% 
and 3% respectively. 

C haracteristics of Administrators (1973-1974 ) 

| Tables 23 and 24 indicate the major characteristics^ admi 
strators in public school during 1973-1974. There were 8065 admini- 
strators/1 Michigan Public Schools during 1973- 1 974 , which is 7.5% 
of* the State's entire professional group. Numbers in parentheses in 
the tables indicate percent change ffom 1972-1973 to 1973-1974. 

Degrees - The number 'of administrators with bachelors degrees 
has generally Increased; however, the majority of administrators 
have master's degrees or higher formal education. There were 
6304 administrators (78%) who had the masters degree as their 
highest degree., 
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Graduates of WS>U and out-of-state institutions had 123'6 
and 994 administrators with masters degrees. Modest growth 
at the masters level was displayed by CKU (6%) and MSU (9%). 

The doctorate was achieved by 489 administrators (6%) 
% and the specialist certificate was achieved by 531 admini- 

*» 

strators k (7%) . 

Sal ary - Average salary for 1972-1973 for all administrators 
was $20260. This represents an average increase of 5% from 
the 1972-1973 average of $19333. Administrators from WSU had 
the highest average salary, $22188; however, this may simply 
reflect the concen tra t i on of those administrators in the 
metropolitan Detroit area, where the cost of 1-iving appears to 
be substantially higher than in other regions of the State. 
/Administrators who graduated from NMU had the lowest average 
salary, but this may also simply reflect geographic location 
of the administrative position. 

Race - WSU recorded the largest number of Caucasian administrators 

1121, but the growth rate was decreasing (t3%). Substantial 

numbers of Caucasian administrators were trained by MSU (901),

WMU ( 854 ), EMtf(789), CMU ( 77 2) and they were increasing at 

ra tes b.etween ^2% and 7% . 

More than 1100 Caucasi an . admi ni s trators were trained by out-

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Administrators who are Negro-Ameri qans.-^ ncreased' frgjn

Tables 2^5- and 26 indicate the ^umber of professional personnel 
who were employed in public schools in 0 Wayne, Oakland or Macomb 
Counties. Wayne State (94%) continued to have a large proportion of- 
its graduates in the tri-county area, with particularly heavy concent- 
ration of personnel in Wayne County. 

^ Eastern Michigan, University ot Mi chi gan , other Michigan instit- 
utions and out-of-state institutions have 40% to 60% of their graduates 
located in school districts in the tri-county area. Western Michigan, 
Central Michigan, and Northern Michigan have only 17% to 18% of their 
graduates in the tri-county area.

Register, we tiave encountered instances where there was some dupli- 
cation of social security num.bers^^H-^habeti c characters in luim'eric^'

fjelds, missing data, or undefined code values. In an annual file of 
1 00,000 records there are 24* separate fields or 2^400,000 pieces of 
information which might be inaccurate. The frequency of these flaws 
^has been less than .01%. We felt that this *ras sufficently precise 
for our purposes and the expense of further reducing error was nQt 
^warranted. . * * 

One school district has checked their personnel records to con- 
firm that our tape file was accurate with respect to social security 
number, name, majors, minors, ass i gmnen ts , and other fields in the 
Register. Their check of 169 teachers and administrators in the 
1 969 Register established an exact agreement\ This does no-t eliminate 
the presence of errors in other parts of the file, but it does' lead 
to an increased confidence in the precision of the Register.
